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estimated at 1,101,499. The lowest rate was recorded in Drogheda, 
viz, 4.1, and the highest in Newtownards, viz, 34.3per 1,000. In Dublin 
and suburbs 151 deaths were registered, including measles 1, whoop- 
ing cough 1, and 30 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended August 18, 1906, correspond to an annual rate of 14.4 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,787,788. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 10.7, and the highest 
in Perth, viz, 19.6 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 492, including diphtheria 4, enteric fever 4, 
measles 4, scarlet fever 1, and 11 from whooping cough. 

Japan — Formosa. — Month of July, 1906. Estimated population, 
3,050,004. Total number of deaths not reported. Eleven deaths from 
enteric fever and 132 deaths from plague reported. 

Nagasaki: — Ten days ended August 10, 1906. Estimated popula- 
tion, 163,324. Total number of deaths not reported. No deaths from 
contagious diseases reported.
